Reference; Use of emergency equipment in Attorney General Gansler's vehicle. 
EÅCKGRODND 

I am writing this memo in reference to an on-going safety issne I am having with the Attomey General. 
Since the inception of his detail he has besn very forceful about insisting an the use of emergency equipmsnt 
(lights and sirens) on a daily basis. The truck is owned by the AG's Office but the emergency equipment is owned 
and mainlained by the Maryland State Police. This may consist of driving Code 1 on the highways at a high rate of 
speed, driving Code i on the shoulders at a high rate of speed, insisting that Troopers push yellow Hghts at a high 
rate of speed and passing through rsd lights, In March of 201 1 it came to my attention that this had hecome an 
evsnbigger problem tlian I had fhought IobservedmeAG'stmckonMD-PydrivingCode L Whsnlspoiceto 
the Trooper involved I was informed of what was going on daily 'basis and I became very concerned. I 
iirrrnediately bad all of the Troopers assigned to EPS sign a-mitten order in reference to the EPS .and MSP 
"Emergency Driving" policy, A copy of this order has been attached, All EPS Troopers were instnicted that when 
aslced to put the lights on by the AG, the}' should tell him about the order (show it to him if necessary) and to tell 
him to contact Lt. Ardolini if he has any issues with it 

On December 1 5 S 201 1 several mernbers of EPS were in stop and go traffic on S/B MD97. "Virile in irafac 
the AG*s truck pastthem at a high rate of speed onthe shoulder with lights and sirens on. "When I was informed of 
this I immediately contacted the Trooper assigned to the AG that day. The Trooper stated that he told the AG he 
was not supposed ro use the emergency equipment for non-emergencies. The AG reachsd over and turned on the 
emergency equipment and "ordered" the Trooper to take the shoulder, I detailed account of these events is also 
attached to this report. It is not only the driving with smergenpy equipment that has me concerned, The Troopers 
have espresséd to rae hath writtsu and verbally that the)' are being foxccd to drive in an extremely dangerous 
manor. They are concerned for the safety of the public as well as there own safety, On December 1 6, 201 1 fhe AG 
was not saiisfied with the Trooper assigned to him that day and told the Trooper to get in the passenger seat The 
Trooper advised that the AG activated the emergency equipment in the truck and drove in an sxtremery 
dangerous/aggressive manor. He tested one of the supervisors while in the truck and told him how nervous he was 
about how the AG was drivinE

. I have attached several writtsn statements that Ihsve received from various Troopers about the situation on 
die AG s s detail In these statements you will see that this ex£reme3y irresponsible behavior is non-stop and occurs 
on a daily basis. Not oniy is this behavior unacceptable, the Trobpers are constantly treated in a disrespectrhl and 
unprofessional manor. I have mchided in bullet format some of the issues. 

-Litfrts and Sirens: Everyday the AG insists that the Troopers nm Code 1 to his events. This includes breakfast, 
meetings and his children's sporring events. If the Troopers tell Mm that the}' have bssn ordered by their 
Lieutenant not to do this, he will malce negative commsnts about me and "order" them to put the emergency 
equipment on. If they do not mm the Iights and sirens on he will reach over and tum them on himsslf, I am told 
ahnost daily by the Troopers that they are worried about their safsty and the safety of others. 

-Disrespectful treatment of the Troopers; The AG is consistently maldng uirprofessional and derogatory statements 
about the Troopers, He says these things to his staff and to orhers on the phone in front of the Troopers, He 
continually makes statements that "he is the AG and he can do what he wants", Ve don*t have to wait at red

-Driving the vehicle himself ; On several occasions the Troopers have responded to his house for a pick up and the 
truck has had damage, Sometimes rninor and a few times more severe. (we had to tape the front bumper on once) 
He freely discusses with the Troopers about howhe drives the truck on the weekends and evenings. He also fresly 
discusses driving the vehicle whh the Iights and sirsns on without the Troopers present. -Most of the Troopers feel 
that this is illegal and this makes them very u nconrfortable. Just this week he hadraso ffte Trappers gstin the 
-p assengsr ssat.and the AG drove the vehic 

-There is no quesiion that the AG strongly disagress with the decisions I have made in regard to his detail from the 
' bscdnrhng offhé aofnmisrration. He has commented to Troopers and his staff that, "AidoM would nevsr treat the 
Governor the way he treats me". 1 have explained to his staff man)' times that mere is a huge difference in the 
protective details and the services that are provided, Ihave been told by several peqple includhig the AG's staff 
that it goes all the way back to the Democratic Convention in Denver. He was upsettliat the Governor had 
Troopers there and he did not. (he even reiterated this to the COS) His staff has consistently requests specinc 
Troopers to drive the AG, stating that he feels that the ones sent the re to drive him "doi ft hnow what they are 

vatten order about emereency driving procedures. When several Troopers rerused to drive recldessiy, they 
advised him that the}' wers ordered by the Lieutenant not to drive in that rnanner. His respons-e to several of them 
was £[ "W"hen I am Governor, the hrst thing I am doiag is getting rid of Ardolini' 1 , This does not hother me 
personally but I feel that this is threatening to the younger Troopers, msinuating they will be moved also if they 
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åoxi't comply.

This is not a 
new issne between EPS and the AG, We hare been addressing this for five years now and it seenis to be getring 
worse. It is our job to protscf the public and the Troopers that worlc for ns. The Troopers under my canrmand are 
intelligent hard woriciag professionals, It js jg^P^--S^gi ^ 8X6 P"rtected bofti physi cally and from any 
liability issues.

Over the past several months the Attomey General has made comments to individuais Jlke his chlldren, 
wife and sfaff that If an funname d tropper) waMri ving f woulri be there by now. Also, comments nke we 
will have to leave eariier I "f fllBWIlMw'" driving not (unnamed trooper), 

On 12/1 B/20 1 1 at approximatelv 1 1 00 hours I was directed by the Attomey Gsnerai that he was going to 
drive himself to the first event and fbr me to sit in the passenger ssat i then corrtacteri my supervisors to 
inform them of the situation. While rlding in the passenger ssat i observed t^Attoma> r-eemral ewaeding 
the speed ilmit, usmg his Ifghts-and sirens to move people out of his way, hit the shoujder witn hts iights 
and tum his itøhts and-sirens on to go through four red lighis. At approximately 163D hours, i was- waftmg 
forttie Altorney General outsrcfe his .ofte When he got intothe truck he ipoked af meana åsted did you 
telt anybody in the msp thai i drove this morning." My responsa was "yes." Then the Attomey General 
asked "did you tefi thern i used my fights and sirens." My response was "yes."

Throughout the course of the day the Attomey General 
made statements in regards to him operating iris state issued vehicie an the shouJder of 
the roadway with his emergency eguipment activatsd due to heavy traffic, Then, while 
stationary at a red traffic signal, Attomey Genera] Gansler from the passenger seat 
reached to the center console and activated the siren box in an attempt to move the 
vehicie out of the way . This occuired on two separate occasions. There was no 
communication between Attomey Genera] Gansler and myself regarding the incidents. -

Ou 12/15/201J at approximately 1315hours,I was traveling south bound onJ-97 
north of MD 301 in an unmarked blaclc Chevrolet Tahoe. I was assigned for the day to 
protsct and escort the Attorney General, Dong Gansler, who was traveling in the right 
front passenger seat. At that time I was taking'him from his office in Baltimore, MD to 
an event at the Anne Ariindei Coimty Court of Appeals in Annapolis, MD, While 
traveling, I approached a vehicle accident which had both lånes of traffic on the south 
bound side at a complete stop. The' accident was approximately % of a mile south of us. 
As we approached, the Attomey General looked at me and told me to drive on the right 
side shoulder. He then also instructed me to initiate my lights and sirens to alert the 
vehicles that we were approaching on the right side to bypass the traffic. While traveling 
on the right shoulder, we passed a gray urimarked Ford Crown Victoria, as well as a black 
unmarked Chevy Tahoe. I advised the Attorney General that I thought we had passed 
somebody from our unit, which he answered, "Oh great". 1 then began to receive calls on 
my work cell phone from Delta, but was unable to answer them since I was driving. 
When we arrived to our event at the Anne Arundel County Court of Appeals, I advised 
the Attorney General that we did in faet pass an Executive Protection Unit on 
Southbound 1-97 North ofMD-301. 1 also advised him that I was goingto be disciplined 
for driving on the right shoulder due to the faet that it was not an ernergency situation. 
He looked at me and said, "Oh ok", and left the Tahoe which no real concera of the 
situation. At no time during the drive, to this event were we running late, or in any danger 
which would require driving on the right shoulder. The Attorney General still insisted 
that we drive on the right shoulder to bypass stopped traffic, and that it was an "order" 

Along with today's incident, I have driven the Attorney General a total of four times, 
During each day of driving him, he consistently demands that the Trooper drive as fast as 
possible to events, From the first day that I worked for him, he instructed me that "this 
unit doesn 't wait in traffic", and that "we go fast". Upon approaching yellow lights 
turning red, the Attorney General constantly stresses to the Trooper that they "get past the 
yellow, because you dontwant to get stuck behind ared light your entire life", After the 
incident that occurred on 1-97, and after advising the Attorney General of the possibility 
of facing disciplinary action, I was again stressed to run a red light on State Circle in 
downtown Annapolis. When I refused, the Attorney General told me, "Now what did I 
tell you about yellow lights? We're trying to train you to be more aggressive out here" 



Upon taking the Attorney General to his home tonighl, he said tbat I "looked upsef, 
and asked rae what was wrong. I advised him again of the. situation today on southbound 
1-97, and thai the Commander, Govsrnor, and my direct supervisors were aware of the 
situation. 1 also toid Mm thai J was upset because of the entire situation, and the 
consequences I was facing due to the incident He told me "not to worry about if 1 as well 
as, "So what. . . That's fine, just tell them tbat il was a dirsct order and you bad to it. }Ve 
don ! t have to wait in traffic" 

The Attorney Genera] has also put pressure on me to run on the shoulder at other 
locations. On my fixst day working with him ; he ordered me to drive on the right side of 
the shoulder of the Outer Loop 1-495 passing MD-650. When J told him tbat I was not 
camfortable doing it, he told me that I shouid get in the passenger seat and let him drive. 
He then procseded to get on hisphone with his two sons, and told them thathe didn't 
think he would ever get home, He tolå them that he was, "stuck Withjg^/g/gggf^f 
and not another Trooper." He then continued to tell me that, "we don't wait in traffic", 
and "(unnamed Trooper) would have bad us home by now." On multiple occasions on 
the four days that I have worked for tbe Attorney General, he will ose other Tfoopers as 
examples of hove to and hownot to "correctly drive" him to and from events. The 
Attorney General also tries to get his Trooper to bypass interseciions by running up the 
lefl or right hand turn lånes, and then turning back into the intersection. 

From the incident that occurred today at 1315 hours on southbound 1-97 norm of MD 
301 as well as multiple other incidents driving for the Attorney General, I have learned 
that he consistently tries to get his Trooper to drive as fast as possible. He continuously 
will try to turn the lights and sirens on himselfj as well as "ordering" you to do so and 
drive on tbe shoulder, The Attorney General constantiy and consistently pushes the 
Troopers to drive in an aggressive manner. If they are not driving in a manner to his 
liking, he will continueto belittle the Trooper. both to his face and to others over the 
phone. It is in my opinion that the Attorney General puts himself. the Trooper, and 
others in unsafe situations on a consistent basis by the manner that he feels is the correct 
way to drive him.
